Austin, Texas, Jan. 11.—Because tho 
defendant was indicted by a n illetral 
grand jury, made so bv reason that 
t*vo women served on it, tho cage of 
Robert ,T. Riddle, 
from 
McLennan 
County, convicted of murder and sen­ 
tenced to 00 years, was reversed nnd 
dismissed hv tho Court of Criminal 
Appeals today. 
Although the higher 
court 
some 
weeks ago held that grand iuries upon 
which a woman served w ere illegal, 
the original question as to the unoon- 
stitntionalitv of such grand juries was 
raised in the Riddle ease. 
Riddle was convicted of the m ur­ 
der of Mrs. Ida Farley on Dee. 13 


While a great many of the good 
women of Comanche county as well 
as of all other counties in the state 
have never had nnv desire to part ici- 
pat«* In political siffairs and have an 
aversion to'voting. yet woman suffrage 
has been declared through the adop­ 
tion of an amendment to tho federal 
constitution, tlie Texas legislature be­ 
ing one of those to ratify the amend­ 
ment, and in pursuance of this fed­ 
eral law the women of Texas are now 
compelled to pay a ix>11 tax tlx* same 
as tlx* men. whether they want to 
vote, or whether they intend to vote, 
or not. 
Tt is held by the attorney gon- 
gerieral of T exas that a man must 
pay both his and his wife’s poll tax 
! at tho tinu* he pays his property tax. 
I and the property of himself or wife 
stands good for the whole tax. 
But in order to vote in any election 
these poll taxes must l*e paid before 
February 1, and the object of this no- j 
tie«* is to impress upon every woman 
i in tlu* county the utter uselessness of 
failing to pay this tax, as it can and 
will he 
collected 
sooner 
or 
later 
through process of law. 
And besides, 
whether a woman believes in woman 
I suffrage or not, the right of suffrage 
i has been conferred upon her and un­ 
der the law she is as much respon­ 
sible as the men for the kind of gov­ 
ernment we live under and tlx* char­ 
acter of those who hold positions of 
I trust and administer public affairs. 
Let every woman as well as man pay 
h*‘i* and his poll tax before February 
1, and be in a position to vote when 
! the time comes. 
It should bo born** in mind also that 
those who will Tie twenty-one between 
now and Coo November election can 
vote in all elections this year hv ob- 
; taining an exemption certificate from 
the tax collector, but this exemption 
! certificate, which takes the. place of 
: ft poll tax receipt, must he secured 
before Hie 
first 
day of 
February. 
This should Ik* of particular inter­ 
est to the younger people who have 
never yet paid a poll tax.

The n«*w regime for Ireland has now 
bfs*n approve*«! both by ti «* British 
Parliament and by tin* Dali Fireann. 
Great ion of tlie Iri^h Free State is 
provided for In the treaty sign«*d last 
month in London, after prolonged ne­ 
gotiations for a 
settlement 
of 
the 
Irish problems. 
Its provisions in sub­ 
stance are: 
Ireland shall have the same consti­ 
tutional status in the British empire 
as the Dominion of Canada, the Com­ 
monwealth of Australia, tlie Dominion 
of New Zealand and the Union of 
South Africa. 
Ir«*land shall be known officially as 
tlie Irish Fr<*e State with a parlia­ 
ment having powers for the govern­ 
ment of the country arid nn execu­ 
tive r«*sponsible to that parliament. A 
provisional government is to be set up 
to function until an Irish parliament 
and a government of th<* Irish Fr«*e 
State shall lie constituted, but not long­ 
er than twelve months at the outside. 
Tlie treaty stipulates that a r«*pre- 
sentative of the crown shall lie ai>- 
pointed for Irelnnd in the same man­ 
ner as the governor-general of Cana­ 
da.
